British Courts over thé Bri- 
ih Channel “was heard in the’ 
Court of: Appeal. The, question 
arose out, of collision between 
the Cornish Coast, of Liverpool, 


and the, “Fagerness,” of Genoa, | 


which resulted in 2 "considerable 
Joss of life, and in'the sinking of 
the “Fagerneas.” The collision oc- 
curred more than 20 tiles east 
of Lundy Island, 

The Coast dua Ltd., of 
Liverpool, owners of the Cornish 
Coast, issued a writ against the 
Societa Navigadione, of Genoa, 
the owners of the “Fagerness,” 
‘for the damage done to the 
Cornish Coast in the ‘collision. 
Leave was given to them to serve 
“the writ out of jurisdiction on the 
ground that the collision occurred 
within the realm. 

The Italian Company entered 
an appearance under ‘protest 
and moved to set aside the writ 
on the ground that the collision 
occurred outside the —jurisdic- 
tion. This motion having ‘been 
dismissed, they now appealed.

“Speaking at a-civic reception at 
“Rockhampton on July 81 the Prime 
Minister (MrS. M. Bruce) Jasued 


a warning that the White Australia| Cormmande: 


polley met with no sympathy ex, 
cept in Australia.:; He said. even 
the Labour Party in Great Britain 
chad declared it was o solfish policy 
and that in maintaining that policy, 
Australin had flung out a chalfenge 
to the world. 

Mr, Bruce declared that ‘but for 
the faet that Australia was ‘known 
aa part of the British Empire that 
challenge would have been taken 
up, The protectién of the ‘British 
Navy was therefore vital to the 
Commonwealth, and every Auctra- 
lian should watch with keen inter- 
est the proceedings at-the Disarma- 
ment Conference. at Geneva. The 
whole future of Australia lay {n- 
side the British Empire, and her 
people ought to do.some thing to. re- 
pay all that had been done for 
her by the Motherland. In the 
hundred years of her infancy the 
fostering care of the Motherland 
and the protection of the British 
Navy had made Australia what it 
wus to-day, The position was that 
they had to-day a population of 
only six millions, and by refusing 
to admit coloured peoples they had 
flung out a challenge to the world, 
‘That was not a policy that met with 
great sympathy anywhere except 
in Australia, It was not. under- 
stood that it waa nat an insult to 
any other nation, but that it was 
based on a certain desire. 

This desire, continued Mr. Bruce, 
was to build up for thelr people a 
high standard of living, and it 
would not do to have.that under- 

> mined by allowing the introduction 

of coloured races accustomed to a 

lower standard. They would ima- 
gine that their fellow members of 

* the British Empire would ‘under- 

* stand their aims in that direction, 

yet they found that the Labour 
: Party of Great Britain was totally 

‘opposed to the White Australia 
policy, 
that the policy was designed ‘to 
benefit the Labour classes, yet the 
British Labour Party declared she 
was pursuing a selfish policy. The 
maintenance ‘of that polley’ de- 
pended on, Australia being able to 
defend herself against anyone who 
took up the challenge that she had 
flung out to the world, He could 
assure them that such ‘a challenge 
would have been taken up before 
this had it not been that the cha 
lenging nation-knew it would ha 
to meet the whole might of the B 
tish Empire, and above «all the 
might of the British Navy. It was 
‘therefore most important to Aus- 

tralia that the British Empire 

should ‘not agree to any plan of 
- disarmament which would imperil 
the supremacy of the British Navy 
on the seven sens, American had no

they have proceeded up river. On 
the westerh sector of the front, the 
Fengtien troops have withdrawn to 
Paotingfu. The Shansi troops of 
Yen Hei-shan ‘have entered Chihli, 
and ‘are occupying the railway in 
the south of the province, thus in- 
serting themselves between the 
Fengtien forces and those of Feng 
Yu-hsiang, who has advanced his 
troops mcross the Yellow River and 
appears to have occupied the whole 
of the north of Honan up to the 
Chihli border, os ' 
On June 18 martial law waa de- 
elared in Hankow; various’ strate- 
gical points were occupied by the 
36th Army, under General Ho 
Chien; Communists und - Labour 
igitators were -arrested; the ex- 
tremist members of the Wuhan ad- 
ministration’ resigned; and the 
various Russian “ndvisers” left for 
Kiukiang.
